HE  fears  of  tlie  world,  of  the  Western 
I world  at  least,  may  not  stem  so  much 
from  a dearth  of  passion  for  peace  as 
from  bewilderment  on  the  part  of  {vople 
Kenerally  as  to  what  they  can  do  about  it. 
Events  .seem  ao  to  arrange  themselves  that 
individuals  perforce  have  to  follow  on 
without  much  choice.  U is  not  smugness 
or  unctuous  self-satisfaction  that  suggests 
that  if  Western  nations  could  have  their 
way  there  woukl  be  no  fear  of  war.  Un* 
fortunately  this  is  a large  world,  and  there 
are  others  m it  as  well. 

AH  fieoples  are  not  free  to  put  themselves 
on  record  for  |>cucr.  If  they  were  there 
nccii  not  1)0  the  present  uniertuinty  over 
intcrnntionul  diffcrencc.s.  The  Iron  Cur- 
tain nations  are  not  (roe,  however,  and 
there  ii  no  blinking  this  fact.  Even  grunted 
that  secular  resources  in  the  West  were 
exhausted  and  that  a greater  bpinlviul 
awakening  was  required,  as  no  doubt  it 
is.  this  woukl  not  solve  tbr  woiM'.s  I'liMcnt 
dilrinmu  unles.s  a .similar  awukrnmg  look 
place  elsewhere.  This  is  not  to  .say  that 
inrreusfd  spiritual  grace  is  nol  de.Mrable 


in  any  case,  merely  to  point  to  the  two- 
sided  nature  of  international  discord. 

Tlie  cutting  off  of  one-half  of  the  East- 
West's  popuJotlon  from  the  other  Is  prob- 
ably the  most  grievous  factor  of  Soviet- 
Western  relations.  Were  It  possible  that  a 
true  Interchange  of  individuals  and  infor- 
mation could  take  place  most  of  the  present 
difficulties  might  disappear  overnight. 
Certainly  were  all  peoples  free  to  make 
their  real  wishes  known  they  might  so 
unite  in  a jiassioii  for  peace  tliut  leaders 
everywlieie  would  have  to  bow  to  the  uni- 
ver.sal  will. 

One  doubts  that  common  men  and 
women  anywhere  liave  ever  willingly 
sanctiuned  war  as  a method  of  solving  dls- 
putr.s.  But  the  practical  if  saddening 
a.s|>ect  of  the  "cold  war  ” liiat  rages  to  the 
dlsquin  of  all  thmklng  people,  is  that  no 
nation  even  if  it  yearns  for  peace  can  afTord 
to  base  Its  hu}>r.s  on  its  own  wishes  alone. 
Their  mu.-.t  U-  .‘ume  tangible  rviUriice  that 
tliose  on  the  oUicr  guir  of  the  fence  arc  of 
like  mind.  Thdl  is  the  nub  of  the  sorry 
•tatc  of  ihe  world  todav

Natuiai  Darners  against  the  spread  o!  the 
disease  lo  the  Island  might  prove  suf- 
ficiently effective,  but  the  extent  of  the 
outbreak  on  the  Mainland  suggests  that 
this  is  no  lime  to  take  chances.  Temporary

NU  one  in  Biillsli  Coluiiibm  .seems  to 
have  made  a fortune  in  uranium  yet, 
but  an  already  active  search  in  the 
Province  for  that  precious  ingredient  of 
atomic  energy  is  almost  certain  lo  be  in- 
tensified a.s  a result  of  the  doubling  of  the 
guaranteed  price  for  uranium  ore  offered 
by  the  Dominion  Government. 

From  time  to  time  minor  sen.sations  have 
been  caused  by  the  reported  discovery  of 
likely  ore  ixHlies  in  British  Columbia, 
though  not  enough  to  precipitate  another 
Cariboo  Gold  Rush  fortune-seekers.  For 
the  mo.st  part  geological  data  on  file  and 


available  to  piu.^))ectors  hold  out  no  great 
cncourugement  .so  far  a.s  accessible  areas 
of  the  Province  go.  Yet— who  knows? — 
there  may  be  atoms  in  them  thar  hills 
and  at  the  prices  now  4^uigled  before  their 
eyes  the  quest  may  seem  worth-wlille  to 
advcnturou.s  .spirits  willing  to  gamble  a 
grubstake  and  a hard  life  against  so  rich 
a return  if  they  should  strike  ore.

He 
demonstrated  again  and  again  that  U Is  by  un- 
dersiandlng  love  and  nol  by  fear  of  punish- 
ment that  good  fellow  workers  are  made. 

It  should  never  be  forgotten  that  the  small 
ciuld‘5  mental  aUliude^  us  well  as  lU  physical 
welfare  are  entirely  dependent  upon  tb^  vmo- 
Uonal  maiuriLy  of  the  adults  with  whom  It  Is  In 
closest  oontaot.  . 

The  trouble  with  nearly  every  community 
today  Is  that  there  are  in  It  so  very  many  adults 
a ho  having  been  trained  by  fear  often  by  fear 
nf  pain- still  think  and  act  emoilonaUy.  irra- 
tionally.

Presumably  Die  graves  of  ihe  lank 
and  armored  division  men  who  fell 
arr  also  now  without  rcgimeatal 
Idenllly, 

Why  should  such  a Uurig  hx  this 
be  done.'  Will  not  the  brase  hat-,  at 
defence  headquarters  ever  learn  rhot 
a soldier  prises  above  ail  elic  his  own 
regiment?  Soldiers  do  not  serve  in 
the  army;  they  serve  In  the  Pats,  the 
Seaforlhs,  the  Loyal  Edmontons,  the 
Scoltluli,  the  B.C.  Dragoons,  etc. 

Their  whole  . mllllary  devotion  Is 
given  to  their  regiments.  That  Is  why 
they  fight  well,  and  why  the  men  who 
lie  near  Casslno  will  be  stirring 
desperately  In  their  graves.

Tlie  term  "Canadian  Infantry 
Corps"  was  projeeied  halfway 
through  the  war.  It  meant  nothing 
to  the  men  of  Canada  serving  over- 
seas With  regimental  units.  U was 
a name  on  a piece  ol  pai>rr. 

You  will  search  the  olficial  histori- 
cal summary  published  by  authority 
of  the  Ml!  !Ster  of  National  Defence  in 
1048  and  find  no  inenlluu  of  the 
"Canadian  Infantry  Corps"  fighting 
around  Casslno.  What  yoTr  will  find 
are  names,  proud  names— like  the 
Pats,  the  Seaforths.  and  the  BC. 
Dragoons.  Tiie  Carle  Urn  and  York 
Regiment,  the  West  Nova  Scotlas,  the 
Saskatoon  Light  Infantry,  Lord  Srath- 
cona's  Horse,  and  many  others. 

All  through  their  war  servlet  and 
before  these  men  were  knowm  In  all 
Uielr  records— In  their  paybooEs,  m 
ihelr  passes,  In  their  decorations,  'as 
belonging  to  a particular  rcglniem. 

Why  should  their  graves  be  dese- 
crated—for  that  is  the  word-  by  re- 
moving this  symbol  of  Ihelr  fighting 
faith? 

Bays  the  Victoria  brigadier.  "To  my 
certain  knowledge  many  who  fought 
in  the  Hitler  Line  area  had  been  In 
the  same  regiment  for  years,  aho  in 
many  cases  son  had  followed  father 
In  the  same  regiment.

Alongside  the  Canadian  graves  are 
ino.5e  of  British  units,  with  the  infan- 
try headstones  bearing  number,  name, 
rank  and  regiment,  surmounted  by 
the  regimental  crest. 

That  IS  the  way  the  Canadian 
graves  should  be  marked. 

Not  In  Imitation  of  the  British,  but, 
because  the  Canadian  soldier's  regi- 
mental allegiance  was  similar  in  every 
respeci.  and  it  Is  fitting  that  the  in- 
fantrymen of  each  nation  tliould  be 
dlsUnguished  Ln  death  at  they  weic 
in  life.

New  YORK-  -PhUlp  Murray  re- 
cently reported  the  figure  of 
unemployment  In  the  United  States 
In  February  at  4 084.000.  The  Ceneus 
Bureau  has  since  reported  an  unem- 
ployment Increase  of  600.000.  Murray 
*'?-ted  that  tlie  "danger  point"  Is 
6,000,000. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  ask  why 
that  figure  is  called  a "danger  point." 
Perhaps  it  is  because  the  President's 
economic  advllers  say  so.  But  con- 
sidering the  fact  that  those  econo- 
mists and  the  President  are  eager  to 
bring  In  Oovernment  aid,  they  are 
glad  to  put  the  danger  point  as  low 
as  possible.  It  Is  difficult  to  fix  any 
specific  figure  as  a danger  point  until 
we  know  where  the  unemployment 
is  and  what  caused  U. 

Clearly,  It  is  a regional  matter.  I 
have  Just  visited  California  and  Texas 
- In  that  order.  Southern  California 
has  A marked  rise  In  unemployment. 
But  ihere  was  do  evidence  of  It  In 
Texas.  Similar  variations  nnut  be 
true  all  over. 

California  Is  alfUctcd  tor  several 
reasons.  Too  many  people  have 
moved  to  that  state  In  recent  years, 
with  no  reasonable  expectation  of 
finding  Jobs.  The  wonder  Is  that  the 
situation  Is  not  worse  and  Uiat  It  did 
not  appear  In  the  years  before  this 
one.  The  motion  picture  Industry  Is 
not  very  healthy,  but  that  cannot 
account  for  much  of  the  shortage  of 
Jobs.  And  considering  the  fluidity  of 
much  of  the  population  In  that  state, 
some  allowance  of  time  should  be 
made  for  the  migrants  to  migrate 
again  before  Washington  gets 
alarmed. 

In  another  two  months  some 
hundreds  Of  thousands  of  college  and 
high  school  graduates  will  be  cast 
upon  the  Job  market,  and  that  will 
Increase  the  unemployment  figures. 


But  that  flood  of  appllconld  liiiiu  ii 
be  taken  care  of  by  tlie  Oovernment 
overnight.  It  is  a perennial  prublem 
There  wlU  be  worrying  about  It  a.s 
usual,  but  a ctiarHClerisilc  of  our 
brave  new  generation  is  ih.a  It  luu, 
more  worriers  In  It  perhap.i  loo 
many. 

Mr.  Murray  and  his  ally.  President 
Truman,  have  caused  a consldrrabN 
part  of  the  new  unemployment  Uiem- 
selves.  By  forcing  Industrie.^  lo  nt.\li 
Into  Industrial  pension  plans,  Uiey 
have  Invited  a large  dropping  ol  older 
men.  The  enforced  adoption  of  pen- 
sion plans  has  legUimately  frightened 
employers,  and  tliat  has  caused  re- 
adJtuUnents  which  mlgtit  never  have 
been  necessary.  In  any  event,  many 
older  people  are  looking  tor  jobs,  and 
they  are  advi.sed  from  many  sides  to 
approach  smaller  companies  that  are 
still  free  from  pension  threats. 

* * * 

The  situation  generally  Is  far  from 
alarming,  despite  the  scare  words  of 
Murray  and  the  OovernmenL  It  Is  no 
time  to  follow  the  Idea  of  Secretary 
of  Labor  Tobin  to  revive  the  Civilian 
Conservation  Corps  of  blessed  New 
Deal  memory.  That  was  a welfare 
project  and  the  out-growth  of  a long 
depression.  Even  the  suggestion  of  a 
revival  makes  one  wonder  If  Tobin 
Is  expecting  a big  depressions  Tru- 
man depression  this  time.  To  suggest 
It  now  is  a confession  of  alarm.  Beven- 
teen  years  ago.  It  was  tied  Into  the 
conservation  of  natural  resources  and 
It  was  also  regarded  as  a means  of 
keeping  youth  out  of  mischief.  It 
was  never  Intended  lo  be  a reaj 
remedy  for  unemployment. 

If  the  Administration  Is  looking  for 
a danger  point.  It  ought  to  turn  Its 
eyes  to  the  rising  deficit.  Our  expendi- 
tures reached  the  danger  point  a long 
time  ago.

WELL-INTENTIONED  penal  re- 
forms, If  they  Ignore  necessi- 
ties, can  rebound  and  do  more  harm 
than  good.  This  seems  to  be  the  case 
In  the  United  Kingdom,  where  use  of 
the  whip  has  been  abolished. 

Certainly  It  Is  the  belief  of  Lord 
Ooddard,  Lord  Chief  Justice,  who  ex- 
preued  himself  emphatically  in  two 
recent  cases.  The  one  Involved  two 
youths,  aged  17  and  16t^.  who  brutally 
beat  up  and  robbed  a woman.  The 
older  one  was  sentenced  lo  seven 
years  in  prison,  and  the  younger  to 
a similar  term  In  an  Institution  to 
which  the  Secretary  of  State  might 
direct. 

"This  case  must  give  one  furiously 
to  think  if  modem  melhods'of  dealing 
with  young  criminals  are  not  to  some 
extent  responsible  for  these  outrages." 
His  Lordship  said,  addressing  the 


*Toung  hooligans."  Had  It  not  been 
far  Parliament's  action  *7  could  have 
had  you  well  whipped  and  given  you 
a short  aentence.  I am  going  to  pass 
a long  sentence  as  1 am  satisfied  there 
Is  no  other  way  of  dealing  with  it. 
H Is  not  a case  for  Borital,  but  a case 
of  callous  brutality." 

In  the  eecond  case.  His  LurdslUp 
sentenced  a 26-year-old  man  to  ten 
years  Imprisonment  for  Uie  robbery 
of  a woman  with  violence.

machines. 

Under  the  legialatlon.  interstate 
traffic  in  the  "one-armed  bandiu" 
would  become  Rlegal  unieu  itate 
governor*  certify  that  the  machine* 
can  be  lawfully  received. 

The  legislation  requires  that  man- 
ufacturers and  dealers  in  slot 
machines  and  kindred  gambling  de- 
vices file  annually  with  the  CoU/ctor 
of  Internal  Revenue  all  Information 
on  sales  and  receivers  of  the  equip- 
ment. 

Violations  of  the  proposed  law 
arc  punishable  by  stiff  prison  terms 
up  to  two  years  and  maximum  fines 
of  9S.OOO.

bell River  School,  was  guest  speaker 
at  a meeting  of  the  Campbell  River 
and  Dtetrlct  Chamber  of  Commerce 
held  In  the  \Vlllows  Hotel.  Leonard 
Roaslter  presided. 

Mr.  Orme  spoke  on  the  building 
of  new  schools  throughout  the  Is- 
land He  said  that  very  few  had  been 
e^led  during  (he  past  90  years, 
due  (iral  to  the  dcpreulon  and  later 
to  the  war.  Coupled  with  (Iwt  was 
a high  birth  rate  and  the  fAct  that 
children  were  beliig  encouraged  to 
spend  more  time  at  school,  thus 
adding  to  the  school  population.  The 
factors  had  contributed  greatly  to 
the  congestion  prevalent  In  insti- 
tutions of  learning. 

UbTR  SCHOOL  HGI  RLS 
He  quoted  figures  to  illustrate  the 
large  proportion  of  pre-school  chil- 
dren compared  with  the  present 
echool  population.  At  Campbell 
River  the  school  population  stood  at 
530,  but  there  were  approximately 
435  pre-school  children  In  the  area 
who  would  be  added  to  that  popu- 
lation within  the  next  five  years. 
Per  Instance  this  coming  September 
an  estimated  M beginners  would 
start  school,  whereas  only  18  sUi> 
dents  were  scheduled  for  graduation 
from  Grade  XII  In  June. 

Mr.  Orme  outlined  some  of  the 
features  of  the  new  school  buildings 
being  built  throughout  thr  province. 
He  listed  some  of  the  advantages  to 
be  gained  by  the  pupils  of  the  new 
Campbell  River  School  in  educa- 
tion and  recreational  facUiUes.
